The usual exchsnogeaf salutes 
roarked the arrival at 11 o'clock 
this morning of the Macao 
gunboat Patria, on which was 
His Excellency Henrique 
Monteiro Correa da Silva, the 
Governor of Macao, who is per- 
forming the stonelaying cere 
mony ofthe new Club. His Ex- 
vellency is accompanied by Lady 
“orrea das Silva and is attended 
by his A.D.C. (Lieutenant 
Chedas). 

Ono arrival in the Parbour, a 
d2putation comprising members 
of the Reception Committee, 
headed by the Portuguese Consul, 
(Seahor Ceveira de Albuquerque) 
boarded the warship to receive 
the Governor. Captain MeGrath, 
(His Excellency Sir Reginald 
Stubbs" A.D.C.) also proceeded on 
board and brought the distin- 
guished visitors ashore to Gorern- 
ment House, where théy will 
atay during their. visit to this 
Colony. 

The Governar of Macao is the 
son of the 
d'Arcos. Whilst serving as a 
Lieutenant in the Portoguese 
Navy he received the decoration 
of Torre e Spade, given for great, 
valour only, for saving a pinaace 
after being stranded for 
days off the coast of 
He was for some years 


vernor of Mossamedes and we 


so successful an adminstrator 
that he was selected tobe Gov- 
ernor of Macao. During the war 
he wasin comysand of the gua- 
boatIvo and saw four years of 
active service, during which he 
bad several encounters with 
enemys submarines and success- 
fully convosed and saved several 
British ships, for which service 
he received the Distinguished 
Order from the British Govern. 
meant. 

This afternoon's ceremong, 
which is due to ‘begin. at four 
o'clock, will be attended by H. E. 
the Governor of Macao and H.E. 
the Governor of Honzkong, the 
former of whom will perform the 
ceremony. Mr. A. FP. B. Silva- 
Netto, the President of the Clnb, 
will open the proceedings with a 
speech, and other apeeches «ill 
probably follow. Mirmtes of the 
proceedings will be signed b7 
those present and the document, 
together with old coins, stamps 
and newsapers, will be de- 
posited in a specially carved 
hollow under-the stone, which the 
Governor of Macao will proceed 
to “well and truly lay.” An 
inscribed trowel and mallet will 
be presented him and souvenirs 
will also be presanted to Lady 
Stubbs and Lady Correa da Silva.

The Communications Conference enda.in a virtual deadlock 
anless agreement ia reached at the last moment Otherwise the 
delegates will return home without agreeing on any really importart 
paint in connection with the ex-Garman cablea 

Mr. Spurling, the chief British delegate to the Communications 
Conference, sails for home to-day. The British viewpoint, including 
the willingness to give up the Halifax-Penzance cable in exchange 
for an American cable landing in Canada, has been recognised by 
the State Department as reasonable and satisfactory. though it [s 
understood the latter would have wished Britain to offer her advice 
to France and Italy to modity their standpoints in order to teach 
agreement on tha lines desired by the United States. The American 
delegates throughout adopted a most decided tone,'to which the other 
Powers were unwilling to accede, particularily Japan, who was 
adamant In refusing to consider nationalisation of Yap Island. 

While the Communications Conference achiaved nothing with 
regard to the future disposition of the German cables, a modus 
vivendi was reached whereby the present handling of tho cables will 
continue till 15th. March. Meanwhile deliberations will be continued 
by the Ambassadors of the participating countries, while the 
delegates well return home to report to their governments. Britain, 
Italy and Japan hate agreed to this arrangement, the lastnamed only 
after much persuasion, but France has so far refused to assent. If 
mo pgereement is reached by 15th. March. “the Powers reserve to 
themselves all rights of action.” This probably only means that the 
whole question will be threshed out at a plenary conference.

grea has been pubtished for 
public commant and criticism, 
and a writer in the ctérawe af 
India proceeds to criticise it the 
following 

The sub-committos was ap. 
pointed far the purpase of revis- 
ing the present constitution and 
recommending such changes as 


may be consisten: with the pre-{ 


sont aational spirit. This much 
should bo acknowledged at the 
outset that the said committee, 
by its ‘wanton interference with 
the work done br tha Ind?an 
Na ional Congress upto this day, 
haishaken the very foundatian 
of th: body. Tha changes 
that have been prozosed by tha 
subcommittee appointed by the 
Indian National Congress require 
tabe properly considered in the 
light of the preseat political situa- 
tion, [¢ is said. “The constitu. 
tion as drafted by the Committee 
will secure for the Congress a 
more representative and democra- 
tie character and, at the same 
time, will clothe its resolutions 
with more authority, dignity and 
tesponsibility.” One does nat 
exactly comprehend haw far the 
above statement holds good; for, 
Article | of the proposed con- 
stitution itself succinctly shows 
thatthe new creed of the Con. 
gresa is nothing bot a sort of sab- 
version of the fundamental object 
of the Indian National Congress. 
THE PROPOSED CHANGE, 

The proposed creed-of the Con- 
gress now runs thus. Article £ 
“The object of the Indian Nation- 
al Congress is the attainment of 
Swarajga by the peaple of India 
by all legitimate and peaceful 
means.” This is, however, a 
fundamental change sumzested 
by the sub-committee. ‘The 
above-mentioned object does not 
szate anything with regard to the 
retention of the British connec- 
tion. Complete severance froro 
Britain hag never been until now, 
suggested, nor even contemplated 
The support of the great majority. 
of Indians hitherto ta the 
political agitations, and the sym- 

pathy of a section of the. British 
pablie itself have been acquired 
on the basigof a continued con-. 
section with the British Empire. 
Ido not exactly know how many 
Indians, after having carefully 
considered th said object of the 
Congress, will be willing to sever 
their. connection with the British 
Raj. But if Indians come for- 
ward and say that for the attain- 
men; of “ Swarajya,” the British 
connection is not at all needed, 
thenanys thoughtful politician 
rnight. question as to whether 
it will be possible for them to 
reach the goal of “ Swarajya“ in 
the course of even fifty years. 
Dadabhoy Nowroji had wisely 
used the word ‘ “Swarajya” in 
his presidential address’ in 1906 
and it muss not be construed that 
he used that particular word 
to advisa his countrymen to saver 
their connection with the British 
Raj-he emphasised the neces- 
sity of strengthening and advanc- 
ing the political progress of the 
country, while remaining in the 
Empire. In tha present case the 
word “ Swarajza-” sigaifies some- 
thing other than the self-govern- 
ment which has been the goal of 
Indians for the Jast 33 years and 
more. Jt must besaid that it is 
the propensity of the followers of 
the proposed Congress creed to 
bave complete independence in’ 
their own country: No doubt. 
this question is indisputable; butis 
there any Indian soul, I ask, 
willing to enjoy complete free- 
dom to-morrow without the 
protection of tbe » British

Open to Portuguese Youths. 

Tho Asasciacao Portuguesa de 
Socortos Mlutuas, of which Mr. 
CQ. Ajda Roza ia the President 
and Mr V. F. Soares tha 
Secretary, iasues the following 
oireular regarding the “ Ignea 
Soares Scholarship °>— 

In tha report for the yoar 1919, 
issued in August last, the Com- 
mittea af the Sociesy announced 
that Mra.

towards the establishment of a 
scholarship in the Hongkong 
University available ta the youths 
of the Portuguese communities 
of Hongkong and Macao. 

The Committee have naw tha 
Pleasure to state that the dead 
creating the Trust has now been 
executed by the generous donor, 
and that the fund ia now in pos- 
session of the Society.

Tha Committee 
will be pleased ta receive applic- 
ations from intending students, or 
from their parents or guantians. 

The principal regulatinns gov- 
erning the scholarship are i— 

1. The scholarship is tenable 
in any Faculty of the Hongkong 
University for five or six years, 
at the discretion pf the Trustees. 
andis awarded on the results of 
the Masriculs tion Examination. 

3. Students must be undor the 
axe of aizhteen on the date in 
which she examination is held. 

3. In the event of more than 
one nt being eligible, the 
scholarship will be awarded tothe 
candidate who obtains the highes: 
agxregate resulsattha Mastricula- 
tion, Examination. . 

In addition to the scholarship 
stated above, which ix available 
to the Portuguese comammnninas 
of Honskong end Macao general-

SHIPPING STAGNATION. 


Philippine Steamers to be 
Laid Up. 

Thirty per cent. of interisland 
tonnage is to be taken out of 
commission on January 1. says 
the Menila Bulletin, according to 
a decisionreached at a meeting 
of the Shipawners’ Association 
ataspecial meeting at which a 
committee was appointed tocarry 
out the plan. Ships to be laid off 
will be selected by fot and the 
losses will be mutually shared 
among the companies, it is said. 
The reason for the action is the 
almost. total paralysis of business 
due to the lack of a marke! for 
raw products. 

Following is the official state- 
ments— — : 

“The Philippine Shipowners’ 
Association in a special meeting 
convoked to consider the grave 
crisis confronting the jnterisland 
shipping business because of the 
paralyzation of commorcial acti- 
vities in general, appointed a 
committee composed of represen- 
tatives from Gutierrez Hermanas, 
Fernandez Hermanos, Jean M. 
Poizat and Sy Cong Bieng and 
company which is empowered to 
effect a redaction in operating 
costs which “may reduce some 
what the loss2s which shipowners 
are now suffering. 

“If before January 1 this cam- 
mittee is anable to attain this 
abject, the board of directors of 
the Philippine Shipowners Asso- 
ciation authorizes it tolay off 30 
percent. of the interisland tonnage 
and to rnake additions! reductions 
of tonnage in actual operation if 
conditions do not improve. 

“Vessels to be Isid off will 
probably bs chosen by lot, the 
other vessels. which remeio in 
operation to share the losses on 
vessels taken.out of commission 
The conimittee will begin its 
Jabours st once, the interesta of all 
shipowners requiring, this immed- 
iate action, and more especially 
the interests of the public which 
are menaced by the paralyzation 
more or lesa comp’ete of the

According to the Obsercer, there 
is a baronet when be receives a 
letter besinniog “Dorr sir” fires 
off a printed circular pointing out 
that such an express‘on, being 
common to all grades of society, 
is distasteful to baronets and 
“discourtaous when appliedtto 
members of our Ancient and 
Hereditary Degree.” This is 
only one of the many grievances 
inflicted on tha’ long-suffering 
Order, whose troubles began 
almost ss soon as it was 
founded.. When James I 
started selling baronetcies at 
£1,095 apiece, be engaged for

that baronets should rank next to 
barons in the official socisl pre- 
cedence of Great Britain, and 
that ths number of baronets 
should never exceed two hundred.

Results Of" Research. 

Professor Dixon, of Manchester 
University, reported to an 
audience gathered at the Roval 
Automobile Club the other day 
the first result of the researches 
he has been conducting on alcohol 
asa motor fuel. The gathering 
was in connection with the Im- 
perial Motor Transports Council. 
which haa bean holding confer- 
ences in London. 

Protessor Dixon emphasised 
the fact that he was reporting on 
first resulta only, because the 
work was by no means finished, 
and he proposed to continue and 
present a completa report later on. 

In the course of these re 
searches, he continued, it haa 
been made clear that alcohol- 
possesses most oof the pro 
perties required in 2 motor 
\fual. As compared with perrol, 
its lowes — calorific value 
js almost compensated = by 
the grester compression at 
which itcan be uxed~-and this 
property (of bigh ignition tem- 
perature under compression) is 
hardly altered by admixture with 
2 per cent of benzene, or of 
petre! isealf. Such a mixture 
readily starts inthe cold. and has 
been shown to run very sinouthis 
and without knocking in an 
engine.
